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Crads  Hold  First  International  Conference 


A  program  started  by  graduates  of  the  masters  in  reha- 
bilitation program  in  the  Department  of  Community 
Health  held  its  first  annual  conference  the  week  of  Sep- 
tember 23,  2002,  in  Dublin,  Ireland.  The  Association  of 
Rehabilitation  Professionals  in  Ireland  (ARPI),  which  is 
the  first  international  chapter  of  the  International  Asso- 
ciation of  Rehabilitation  Professionals,  was  started  by 
members  of  the  University  of  Illinois  off-campus  master's 
program  in  rehabilitation  counseling  sponsored  by  the 
University  from  1996  to  spring  1999.  The  conference 
began  with  several  pre-conference  activities,  including  a 
workshop  on  Ethical  Case  Studies  in  Rehabilitation  Coun-

seling  offered  by  Dr.  Chrisann  Schiro-Geist,  Professor  of 
Community  Health  and  Managing  Director,  Disability 
Research  Institute.  Over  60  rehabilitation  professionals 
were  in  attendance,  including  colleagues  from  England, 
Australia,  New  Zealand,  and  South  Africa,  as  well  as  Ire- 
land and  the  United  States. 

Since  the  conclusion  of  the  Illinois  initiative,  negotia- 
tions are  underway  with  several  other  American  universi- 
ties for  a  second  cohort.  Potential  University  partners 
include  Louisiana  State  University  and  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  at  Stout. 

The  creation  of  ARPI  marks  the  fruition  of  the  goal  of 
the  University  of  Illinois  initiative,  which  was  to  establish 
the  profession  of  rehabilitation  counseling  in  Ireland.  The 
University  of  Illinois  was  approached  in  1995  to  consider 
such  an  endeavor,  after  the  National  Rehabilitation  Board 
of  Ireland  (the  federal  agency  in  Ireland  responsible  for 
the  delivery  of  rehabilitative  services  to  persons  with  dis- 
abilities) had  conducted  an  extensive  feasibility  study.  Il- 
linois was  its  choice  to  deliver  a  model  program  to  its 
federal  and  community  workers  in  the  field  of  rehabilita- 
tion because  of  our  long  and  rich  history  of  service  to 
persons  with  disabilities.  The  Illinois  program  was  the 
first  ever  to  deliver  a  complete  masters  in  rehabilitation 
counseling  to  a  cohort  of  students  who  never  "set  foot  on 
campus"  until  their  graduation,  thereby  creating  a  cadre 
of  professionals  in  Ireland  and  allowing  the  development 
of  this  profession  through  formal  graduate  training.

Health  Care  Goes  High  Tech

With  more  and  more  households  reporting  access  to  home 
computers  and  Internet  connections,  activities  such  as 
purchasing  products,  tracing  family  histories  and  plan- 
ning vacations  online  have  become  commonplace.  Janet 
Reis  hopes  one  segment  of  the  public — prostate  cancer 
patients  and  their  caregivers — will  add  another  activity 
to  that  list:  building  skills  to  more  effectively  manage  the 
disease. 

Reis,  a  professor  of  Community  Health  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Illinois  at  Urbana-Champaign,  is  a  co-author  of 
"An  e-Learning  Caregiving  Program  for  Prostate  Cancer 
Patients  and  Family  Members,"  a  study  funded  by  the 
National  Cancer  Institute  through  the  National  Institutes 
of  Health.  A  report  on  the  study,  co-authored  by  Brendan 
McGinty,  the  president  of  Leo  Media  Inc.,  Urbana,  Illi- 
nois, and  Sandi  Jones,  vice  president  of  business  and  stra- 
tegic services  at  Urbana's  Provena  Covenant  Medical 
Center,  appears  in  the  February  issue  of  the  Journal  of 
Medical  Systems.  The  authors  urge  development  of  an  in- 
formation delivery,  training  and  support  system  combin- 
ing Web-based  resources  and  a  CD-ROM. 

"To  better  understand  how  prostate  cancer  patients 
and  family  members  think  about  caregiving,  we  conducted 
a  mail  survey  of  187  diagnosed  individuals,"  Reis  said, 
"inquiring  about  how  well  they  feel  prepared  to  take  care 
of  health  concerns  related  to  prostate  cancer,  and  what 
they  expect  would  happen  if  they  took  care  of  these  con- 
cerns." Forty-five  patients  responded;  all  shared  a  non- 
terminal-stage diagnosis  and  had  received  radiation  or 
surgical  treatment  at  Provena  Covenant's  Cancer  Center. 
Most  were  white,  with  the  average  age  of  68.  Respon- 
dents also  included  40  family  members. 

Patients  and  caregivers  indicated  varying  levels  of  agree- 
ment about  the  importance  of  seven  conditions  associ- 


ated with  prostate  cancer — 
from  fatigue  to  incontinence 
and  sexual  functioning.  Both 
groups  were  polled  about  their 
sense  of  preparedness  with  re- 
spect to  post-hospital  follow- 
up  care  as  well.  "Thirty  to  44 
percent  of  patients  felt  unpre- 
pared or  very  unprepared  across 
the  caregiving  functions,"  Reis 
reported. 

"The  least  problematic 
caregiving  function  was  work- 
ing and  communicating  with 
family  members  about  the  can- 
cer (18  percent).  The  most 
problematic  were  watching  for 
symptoms  and  knowing  what 
the  symptoms  might  mean  (39 
percent)." 

Reis  said  the  finding  that 
most  surprised  her  was  one  that 
confirmed  her  suspicion  that 
an  e-learning-based  program 
could  fill  a  gaping  void  that  exists  in  post-hospi- 
tal, home-caregiving.  Forty-seven  percent  of  pa- 
tients surveyed  indicated  they  would  be  interested 
in  using  such  a  program  themselves,  and  3 1  per- 
cent believed  their  family  members  would  benefit 
from  it. 

Testing  of  a  prototype  program  began  at 
Provena  Covenant's  Cancer  Center  in  January.  If 
that  test  is  successful,  Reis  hopes  a  program  can  be 
marketed  soon  to  medical  specialists,  cancer  treat- 
ment centers,  primary  care  providers  and  hospice/bereave 
ment  units.

Renovation  at  Freer  Completed 

In  January  2003,  the  Exercise  Psychology  Laboratory 
moved  into  a  newly  remodeled  space  dedicated  exclusively 
to  exercise  psychology  research.  The  new  lab,  which  is 
located  in  the  former  location  of  the  north  gymnasium  of 
Freer  Hall,  consists  of  several  elements  including  an  of- 
fice wing  housing  graduate  students,  project  coordina- 
tors, and  faculty  associated  with  the  lab.  Immediately 
adjacent  is  a  state-of-the-art  laboratory  comprised  of  two 
testing  areas,  a  data  processing  and  analysis  area,  and  a 
reception  area  for  study  participants.  In  addition,  the  lab 
has  an  exercise  area  used  for  training  studies  and  ample 
storage  space.  Lab  equipment  includes  ergometers,  tread- 
mills, metabolic  monitoring  systems,  and  EKG  stress  test- 
ing equipment.  The  entire  complex  is  networked  via 
multiple  high-speed  computers  for  the  collection,  pro- 
cessing, and  analysis  of  physiological  and  psychosocial  data 
and  the  screening,  scheduling,  and  coordination  of  ex- 
periments and  controlled  exercise  trials.  The  lab  is  directed 
by  Dr.  Edward  McAuley.

Bicyclologist"  Addresses  Leisure  Studies  Class

Dr.  Richard  Klein,  a  retired  mechanical  engineering  pro- 
fessor at  the  University  of  Illinois  and  self-described 
"bicyclologist,"  recently  addressed  Dr.  Monika  Stodolska's 
Leisure  Services  and  Diversity  class.  Dr.  Klein  has  formed 
a  company  called  Rainbow  Trainers,  Inc.  that  designs  and 

manufactures  specialized 
bicycles  that  have  proven 
to  be  remarkably  effective 
in  allowing  children  with 
disabilities  to  learn  how  to 
ride  conventional  two- 
wheeled  cycles. 

Over  the  past  several 
years  Dr.  Klein  has  con- 
ducted clinics  around  the 
country  using  his  adapted 


training  bikes,  which  utilize  contoured  rollers  rather  than 
air-inflated  tires.  The  class,  which  explores  adaptive  edu- 
cation and  non-traditional  leisure  services,  was  treated  to 
a  demonstration  of  the  bikes  and  to  a  video  showing  how 
instruction  progresses  at  a  typical  training  clinic.  In  many 
cases,  children  who  had  never  been  able  to  ride  a  bike 
were  riding  conventional  bicycles  after  a  few  sessions  of 
training  with  the  specialized  bikes.  At  a  recent  camp  in 
Wisconsin,  the  overall  success  rate  exceeded  80  percent 
in  getting  children  with  disabilities  to  ride  conventional 
bikes.  "This  program  stands  as  testimony  to  the  fact  that 
significant  numbers  of  children  are  capable  of  being  able 
to  ride  conventional  bikes,"  said  Dr.  Klein.

Dr.  Ken  Watkin,  professor  of 
Speech  and  Hearing  Science,  was 
invited  to  present  at  the  Beckman 
Institute's  recent  iEmerging  confer- 
ence, which  showcases  innovative 
technologies  on  campus  for  poten- 
tial commercialization.  Dr. 
Watkin's  project,  Ultra-Imaging 
LLC — one  of  seven  UIUC  projects 
highlighted  at  the  iEmerging  conference — utilizes 
"microbubble"  technology  to  deliver  cancer-fighting  drugs 
to  specific  targets  and  to  enhance  medical  imaging.  "Our 
drug-delivery  technology  targets  cancer  sites,"  said  Dr. 
Watkin.  "Our  strategy  is  to  carry  more  drugs  to  the  tu- 
mor and  release  them  at  the  tumor  site."

DRES  Students  Meet  with  Procter  &  Gamble,  IBM

In  the  fall  of  2002,  students  registered  with  the  Division 
of  Rehabilitation-Education  Services  (DRES)  had  the 
opportunity  to  attend  two  corporate  recruitment  events 
for  possible  internship  and  permanent  employment  place- 
ment. The  events  gave  students  in  DRES  a  chance  to  talk 
to  recruiters  from  two  major  corporations  and  assisted 

DRES  in  establishing  re- 
lationships with  major 
corporations. 

"One  of  DRES's  ini- 
tiatives is  to  continue  to 
develop  and  establish  re- 
lations with  major  corpo- 
rations and  to  help  them 
to  identify  the  types  of 
necessary  job  accommo- 
dations for  employees 
with  disabilities,"  states 
Susann  Heft,  Disability 
Specialist  with  DRES. 
"By  doing  so,  this  should 
ultimately  increase  the 
number  of  options  avail- 
able to  students  with  dis- 
abilities regarding  future 
employment." 
Procter  &  Gamble  hosted  the  first  event  on  Septem- 
ber 16,  2002.  A  total  of  1 1  students  from  DRES  took 
part  in  informal  interviews  with  P&G.  Students  inter- 


ested in  applying  for  an  internship  or  a  permanent  em- 
ployment position  were  then  directed  to  P&G's  online 
application.  All  majors  were  considered,  however  majors 
in  Research  and  Development,  Information  Technology, 
Manufacturing,  Finance  and  Accounting,  Marketing,  and 
Customer  Business  Development/Strategic  Selling  were 
preferred. 

The  second  major  recruitment  event  included  IBM 
and  the  Entry  Point!  Program.  Ken  Boyd  (BS  '74,  Com- 
puter Engineering),  the  Director  of  Advanced  DR  Solu- 
tion for  IBM,  and  Laureen  Summers,  Program  Associate 
for  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science  (AAAS),  teamed  to  present  information  to  DRES 
students  on  how  IBM  and  the  Entry  Point!  program  work 
together.  Entry  Point!  offers  internship  opportunities  to 
students  with  disabilities  and  has  developed  unique  part- 
nerships with  IBM,  NASA,  JP  Morgan  Chase,  and  Texas 
Instruments.  During  the  two-day  visit  in  early  October, 
Ken  and  Laureen  had  the  opportunity  to  tour  DRES's 
facilities  and  meet  with  staff  members  to  learn  more  about 
the  implications  for  effectively  accommodating  individuals 
with  disabilities.  Students  from  DRES  were  able  to  learn 
more  about  how  Entry  Point!  works  with  IBM  to  provide 
opportunities  for  students  with  disabilities. 

"Overall,  the  planning  efforts  of  the  many  individuals 
involved  resulted  in  a  positive  experience  for  all  who  par- 
ticipated," Heft  said.  The  Division  of  Rehabilitation-Edu- 
cation Services  hopes  to  plan  more  successful  recruiting 
events  in  the  upcoming  year. 


University  Professors  Examine  Disabilities  in  the  Workplace 


University  of  Illinois  researchers  Brad  Hedrick,  Janet  Reis, 
and  Mark  Newsom,  along  with  colleagues  from  North- 
western University,  recently  completed  a  research  project 
for  the  Disability  Research  Institute  examining  the  use  of 
assistive  technology  (AT)  to  improve  the  functional  inde- 
pendence of  persons  with  disabilities.  Currently,  little  is 
known  about  the  extent  of  AT  use  in  the  workplace  and 
its  effectiveness  in  reducing  employment-related  barriers. 
The  purpose  of  this  study  was  to  examine  the  impact  of 


AT  utilization  on  employment  of  individuals  with  spinal 
cord  injuries  in  a  variety  of  professional  and  non-profes- 
sional jobs.  The  study  participants  included  veterans  and 
170  University  of  Illinois  alumni  with  disabilities  attrib- 
utable to  spinal  cord  injury  or  disease.  Researchers  devel- 
oped and  pilot-tested  a  survey  instrument  that  can  be  used 
to  systematically  investigate  the  impact  of  AT  utilization 
on  employment  outcomes  in  future  research.

social,  and  political  status  of  persons  with  disabilities.  The 
lecture  is  funded  through  a  generous  gift  from  University 
of  Illinois  alumnus  Kenneth  M.  Viste,  Jr.  (BS  '62). 

Dr.  Selzer  spoke  to  an  audience  of  faculty,  staff,  physi- 
cians, and  students  at  the  Pollard  Auditorium  at  Carle 
Hospital  in  Urbana.  The  title  of  his  lecture  was  Axon  Re- 
generation in  the  Spinal  Cord:  What  We  Can  Learn  From 
the  Sea  Lamprey.

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New  GAO  Report  Cites  DRI  Contributions

The  U.S.  General  Accounting  Office  (GAO)  issued  a  new 
report  in  January  2003  chat  is  complimentary  of  the  DRI 
and  its  research.  The  report,  Major  Management  Chal- 
lenges and  Program  Risks,  is  part  of  the  GAO's  Performance 
and  Accountability  Series  and  calls  the  work  of  the  DRI 
"vital  to  informing  the  debate  over  the  long-term  solvency 
of  the  Social  Security  system."  It  specifically  highlights 
the  following  DRI  efforts: 

■  Designing  a  demonstration  to  provide  earlier  re- 
turn-to-work services  to  disability  insurance  (DI) 
applicants  who  are  likely  to  be  found  eligible; 

■  Exploring  the  paths  DI  applicants  and  beneficia- 
ries take  to  the  benefit  program  to  determine 
whether  SSA  might  be  able  to  redirect  some  appli- 
cants to  work  rather  than  a  prolonged  stay  on  the 
benefit  rolls; 

■  Examining  how  the  onset  of  disability  early  in  life 
affects  later  employment  outcomes; 

■  Analyzing  and  facilitating  the  transition  to  employ- 
ment of  youths  with  disabilities; 

■  Assessing  the  validity  of  medical  criteria  as  mea- 
sures of  disability; 

■  Identifying  the  most  salient  job  demands  compared 
to  a  claimant's  remaining  capacity  for  work;  and 


■  Examining  the 
impact  and  cost 
of  assistive  tech- 
nology on  em- 
ployment of 
persons  with  spinal  cord  injuries. 

According  to  the  GAO,  these  DRI  projects  represent  posi- 
tive steps  the  agency  has  taken  to  strengthen  its  research 
and  evaluation  activities.  As  a  result,  policy  development 
issues  that  had  been  cited  in  earlier  reports  no  longer  were 
considered  to  be  a  major  management  challenge  for  the 
agency.  The  GAO  suggested  that  the  DRI  continue  to 
assist  SSA  through  investigations  of  the  impact  of  medi- 
cal advances  and  social  changes  on  disability.  The  Insti- 
tute was  described  as  playing  a  pivotal  role  as  the  agency 
develops  a  comprehensive  return-to-work  strategy  that  in- 
tegrates earlier  intervention,  including  earlier  and  more 
effective  identification  of  work  capacities  and  the  provi- 
sion of  essential  return-to-work  assistance. 

In  2000,  SSA  awarded  the  University  of  Illinois  at 
Urbana-Champaign  a  five-year  cooperative  agreement  to 
develop  a  national  Disability  Research  Institute.  The  In- 
stitute was  charged  with  leading  a  disability  research 
agenda  that  would  inform  disability  policy.

Robert  Bilger,  professor  emeritus  of  Speech  and  Hear- 
ing Sc  icnce  at  the  University  or  Illinois,  died  at  the  age  of 
76  on  December  26,  2002.  Bilger  was  considered  one  of 
the  top  researchers  in  his  field,  focusing  his  career  on  ex- 
perimental psychology  and  audiology.  The  research  Bilger 
performed  led  to  the  publishing  of  several  scientific  ar- 
ticles considered  to  be  landmarks  in  the  discipline  of  au- 
ditory dysfunction. 

During  his  highly  productive  career,  Dr.  Bilger  received 
continuous  support  for  over  30  years  from  the  National 
Institutes  of  Health  to  fund  his  auditory  research.  A  num- 
ber of  his  papers  are  considered  to  be  landmarks  in  the 
discipline.  Many  of  Dr.  Bilger's  doctoral  students  and  post- 
doctoral fellows  went  on  to  become  leading  researchers. 
His  research  excellence  was  recognized  through  numer- 
ous awards:  a  Jacob  Javits  Award  for  Research  Excellence 
in  Neuroscience  in  1987;  a  Claude  Pepper  Award  for 
Research  Excellence  in  Deafness  and  Communication 
Disorders  in  1990;  selection  as  a  Fellow  of  the  Associa- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of  Science;  the  King  James 
McCristal  Distinguished  Scholar  Award  from  the  Col- 
lege of  Applied  Life  Studies  at  the  University  of  Illinois  in 
1993;  and  the  Lifetime  Achievement  Award  from  the 
American  Auditory  Society  in  1999.  Also,  Dr.  Bilger  re- 
ceived awards  for  best  publication  from  refereed  journals, 
as  well  as  awards  for  editing  from  ASHA.  In  more  recent 
years,  he  had  been  a  member  of  a  group  at  the  Beckman 
Institute  here  at  the  University  that  received  a  patent  for 
a  new  processing  algorithm.

Beulah  J.  Drom  (BS  '26),  associate  professor  emerita 
at  the  University  of  Illinois  and  affectionately  known  by 
her  former  students  as  the  "Teacher  ofTeachers,"  died  on 


January  17,  2003,  at  the  age  of  98.  Ms.  Drom  attended 
the  University  of  Illinois  and  earned  her  bachelor's  degree 
in  the  former  College  of  Physical  Education  in  1926.  After 
receiving  a  master's  from  the  University  of  Iowa,  she  held 
a  variety  of  teaching  and  administrative  positions  at  pub- 
lic schools  and  universities  throughout  Wisconsin  before 
returning  to  the  U  of  I  in  1947.  Her  knowledge  in  the 
field  of  physical  education  prepared  her  for  a  career  at  the 
University  of  Illinois,  where  Ms.  Drom  held  various  teach- 
ing and  administrative  positions  before  retiring  as  associ- 
ate professor  in  1970.  Throughout  her  career,  Drom 
positively  influenced  her  field  through  the  development 
of  curriculums  that  became  the  cornerstone  of  physical 
education  in  Illinois  and  Wisconsin. 

"She  was  a  pioneer  in  the  fields  of  body  mechanics 
and  movement  education,"  said  Dr.  Alyce  Cheska,  former 
head  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Education  for 
Women.  "Her  interests  included  reading,  classical  music, 
opera,  horses,  sports,  and  travel.  She  spent  summers  in 
Nova  Scotia,  Canada,  and  remained  in  contact  with  oth- 
ers after  her  retirement  through  a  monthly  letter,  cards, 
phone  calls,  visits — always  helping  others  with  friendship, 
encouragement,  mentoring,  advice,  and  financial  sup- 
port."

Marlyn  A.  O'Neill  passed  away  August  28,  2002,  in 
Urbana.  Dr.  O'Neill  received  her  doctorate  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pittsburgh.  Prior  to  joining  the  faculty  at  the 
University  of  Illinois  in  1969,  she  taught  at  the  Seattle 
Hearing  and  Speech  Center;  Diamond  Head  School  for 
the  Deaf  in  Honolulu,  Hawaii;  the  California  School  for 
the  Deaf  in  Berkeley,  California;  and  was  associate  pro- 
fessor at  San  Francisco  State  University.  She  was  an  asso- 
ciate professor  in  the  Department  of  Speech  and  Hearing 
Science  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  where  she  served  as 
associate  head  from  1980-1997  and  as  acting  head  from 
1990-1992.  She  retired  in  1997.  After  retirement  she  ful- 
filled her  dreams  of  traveling  with  trips  to  Turkey,  Spain, 
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Illinois  to  Honor  Pre  Title  IX  Women  Athletes 
with  Varsity  Letters 


The  official  start  of  varsity  athletics  for  women  at  the 
University  of  Illinois  began  during  the  1974-75  academic 
year.  Before  1974  and  the  nationwide  adoption  of  the 
Title  IX  resolution,  women  participated  in  intercollegiate 
sports  in  the  name  of  the  University  despite  not  being 
recognized  as  varsity  athletes.  The  Division  of  Intercolle- 
giate Athletics  recently  decided  to  award  varsity  letters  to 
these  women.  Women  athletes  who  participated  in  bas- 
ketball, cross-country,  golf,  gymnastics,  fencing,  field 
hockey,  synchronized  swimming,  soccer,  Softball,  swim- 
ming &  diving,  tennis,  track  &  field,  and  volleyball  be- 
fore 1974  will  be  honored  at  a  ceremony  planned  around 
several  major  athletic  events  on  the  weekend  of  Novem- 
ber 21-23,  2003. 

"These  women  played  a  major  role  in  laying  the  foun- 
dation for  our  current  varsity  women's  programs,"  said 
Athletic  Director  Ron  Guenther  (BS  '67,  MS  '68).  "They 
are  'unsung  players'  who  deserve  to  receive  the  same  rec- 
ognition as  those  athletes  who  had  the  opportunity  to 
earn  a  varsity  letter  while  they  attended  Illinois." 

The  Division  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics  is  locating  as 
many  of  these  athletes  as  possible.  Any  woman  who  com- 
peted in  athletics  prior  to  1974  may  be  eligible  to  partici- 
pate in  the  program.  You  may  officially  sign  up  for  the 
program  on  www.fightingillini.com  or  by  calling  Coor- 
dinator of  Special  Projects  Tom  Porter  at  217-244-2771. 
This  event  is  a  great  way  to  show  support  and  honor  those 
who  paved  the  way  for  Illini  women's  athletics.

Garret  Scholarship  Celebrates  New  Beginning 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history  the  Maxwell  R.  Garret  Scholar- 
ship will  recognize  and  financially  assist  outstanding  student 
athletes  who  participate  in  the  University's  adapted  sports  pro- 
gram. As  a  1942  graduate  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  Mr. 
Garret  established  a  nationally  recognized  fencing  program  at 
his  alma  mater,  winning  16  Big  Ten  titles  and  two  NCAA  cham- 
pionships. As  a  tribute  to  Coach  Garret's  remarkable  career  at 
Illinois,  this  scholarship  was  created  in  1965  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  students,  parents,  alumni,  and  friends  of  Coach  Gar- 
ret. Although  it  was  originally  intended  to  support  members 
of  the  men's  fencing  team,  the  fencing  program  ceased  to  exist 
after  1993.  The  funds  are  now  being  directed  to  benefit  stu- 
dent athletes  associated  with  the  Division  of  Rehabilitation- 
Education  Services.  The  first  student  from  the  Division  to 
receive  the  scholarship  was  Travis  Gaertner,  who  was  recog- 
nized at  a  campus  reception  in  September  2002.  Travis  is  a  senior  majoring  in  actuarial  sciences,  and 
served  as  captain  of  the  University  of  Illinois  Wheelchair  Basketball  team.       ,
